{OIL . FUEL IN’ THE NAVY. |- 


As engineers in general, and 
Marine engineers im particuler,. are 
quite familiar with advantages of oi 
fuel for the propulsion of warships, 
and the remainder af the community 
has lately been most forcibly remind- 
ed of some of the drawbacks of coal, 
ttle ‘serious opposition to the Ad- 
miralty’s decision to build only oil- 
burning ships in future was to be ex- 
pected. The matter was discussed 
on Tnesday last whep the House went 
into Committee of Supply on the 
Navy Estimates, in cannection with 
the vote of 5.836,600%. for warks. 
buildings and repairs at home and 
abroad. A  consherable proportion 
of the propased expenditure, under 
this heading is to be incurred in the 
construction of tanks at vartous naval 
centres in this country to provide 
storage for a reserve of oil .fuel for 
our warships. Such a provisian is 
obviously essential for the firtere effi- 
ciency of the Navy, and though it in- 
yolves considerable expenditure at @ 
time of serious Anancial stringency. 
we are of the opinion that the ex- 
penditure is fully justified. The sum 
allocated in the present Estimates 
for ail storage at home smounts. to 
957,6002., of which 385,000/. will 
be spent on the new depat at Ply- 
mouth. The total estimate for the 
constuction of this depot is 1,400,- 
000!., and 265,0002. has already been 
spent cn it, leaving 747,000/. to be 
voted in future estimates 

Additional oil stozage accommoda- 
tion is being provided on the Clyde in 
the Glasgow district. amd a sum of 


1 291,000!. will be spent on this work 


during the year, while 2.4301. is re- 
quired for the oi! fuel installation and 
pipe lire now approaching completion 
in the same district. In the Rosyth 
district it is proposed to. provide oi} 
storage at Grangemouth om which 
SO0,000!. will be spent in the current 
finarcial year, while a further sum 
of 10,6701. is allocated to the work 
in hand at Port Edgar. For similar 
work in progress at Portland. a sum 
of 145,500!. is required, and at 
Pembroke it is proposed to com- 
merce work which will involve a 
total expenditure of 480,000!. ; of the 
latter sum only 40,000!. is voted for 
the current year, With regard to 
the propesed expenditure on oil 
storage facilities abroad, the Civil 
Lord, Mr. Eyres-Monsel!, was careful 
to explaim that the provision made 
was intended to meet the peace 
tequirements of our ships. on the 
ordinary ocean routes; strategic re- 
quirements, he stated, would prob- 
ably be discussed at the forthcoming 
Imperial Conference. 

The oil-fuel depot now under con- 
struction at Malta will have cost 


308,0001. before completion, while | 


the cost of similar work’at Gibraltar, 
including the construction of a pipe 
line, will be 311.800/. Work at both 
these depots is in hand, but is not 
very advanced in either case; the 
expenditire during the current fin 
ancial year is estimated at 77.6002. 
and 76,200!., respectively. Storage 
sccommodition at Hongkong and; 
Port Said will be finished during the 
year by the expenditure of 65,000I. 
and 43,650!., respectively, while that 
at Jamaica will be nearly completed’ 
by a further expenciture of 21,3401. 
OF the new work decided on, the 
most important is that at Singapore. 
the total cost’ of which will be; 
250,0001., but only 50,0001. of this 
is to be spent curing the current 
year, A similar sum is required this 
year for work to be commenced at’ 
the total cost of which is 
estimated at 150,000/. Storage faci- 
lities are also to be provided at the 
Cape of Good Hope, the Falkland 
Islands. ard Sierra Leone. The 
tétal cost of the first-mentioned pro- 
posal will be 90.0001. and 42,0001. 
of this will be spent during the year. 
The toial costs of the other two de- 
pots mentioned wit be 75,0001. and 
€65,000!., respectively, and 10,0002. 
will be spent on each of them this 
year. Overseas gil-storage accom- 
modation thus accounts for a total 
sum of 445,890]. in the © current 
Estimates.—Engineering. -

Throughout 
the most vital phases of Hebrew 
hisory, throughoot the most ‘living 
years of Christian development, the 
Bible changef and grew. Then ite 
growth ceased and its text became 
fixed. But the world went on grow: 
ing and discovering new needs and 
new necessities, 

“There are a great multitude of 
modern problemt—problems that 
enter intimately into the moral life 
of all of us, with which the Bible. 
does nat deal—the establishment of 
American Independence, for ex-

To insure maximum protection 
an inner lining of chrome nickel steel | 
was built inside the body. Shutters of 
ithe same material concealed in the 
roof of the car may be lowered to} 
cover the side windows. These 
shutters, to effect the curve formed 
by the top and side of the 
carriage, are actually a number! 
of steel plates cut into strips! 
iand fastered by means of 
‘flexible steel bands. The whole} 
i assembly operates on roller bearings 
in grooves in the window sills. Inas- 
muuch as each of the steel shutters | 
weigh approximately 75 Ibs. 2 big.; 
task confronted the boilders in!

The steel shutter in the “parti- 
tion window is one solid piece and 
Towers into an xperture in the parti- 
Gon.

Although the car is thus protected 
from attack, equipment for offensive 
action is similarly complete.

is made entirely of inlaid mahogany. 
Vanity tases of the same material 
are provided on either side. The 
fittings as well as the other material 
used in the tonneau are all of silver 
and cloisonne. Perhaps the most 
striking characteristic in the interior 
decoration is the beautifel design of 
flowered marquetry jo the rear door 
panels in which more ban twenty 
different kinds of wood were used.

The car is equipped with special 
distee] wheels, nickel plated head 
lamps, side lamps and tail Jamp 
which further emphasise the beauty 
of the limousine. On the left hand 
side of the windshield is mounted a 
powerful searchlight. On the right 
side is a special Klaxom horn, operated 
from the tonneau by means of a 
push button. The striping on the 
lawer body panels, cowl, hood and 
wheels is of Manils brown deep, 
The upper body panels, fenders, 
splashers, moulding and striping 
are of tan colour deep, with a line of 
black and gold on the striping.

A Jutland Debt of Honotr. 

In the early hours of one morning 


five years ago the British Fleet 
abandoned its pursuit of the beaten 
Ge:mans after the Battle of Jutland 
and steered for home, leaving three 
of our battle-cruisers at the bottom 
of the North Ses. It hss since been 
disclosed, by Mr, Filson Young, im his 
recently published book “ With the 
Battle-Cruisers,’ that the defects 
which caused the loss of these three 
splendid ships with some 3,000 British 
officers and men had been revealed 
at the Battle of the Dogger Bank in 
January 1915, and had been reported 
to the Admiralty. But nothing was 
done to remedy them. To the im- 
mortal dead of Jutland the 
living owe 8 great debt; and 
with the living it should be a 
point of honour to ascertain where 
the responsibility lies for the loss of 
these ships by a thorough and careful 
inquiry. 
Sensational Marder Recalled. 
A famous murder was recalled 
‘when Mrs. Rutherford petitioned in 
London for a divorce from Lieut-Col. 
-Norman Rutherford, now in the 
Broadmoor Asylum, wha was con- 
vieted in April.

HAINAN NEWS. 
. ROBBERS LOOT TOWNS. 


A MILD TYPHOON. 
(From a Correspondent.) 

. _ Kiungchow, Hainan, Jaly & 

‘The people of Hainan have been 
antiously watching political events 
across thé water. Most of them feel 
that unless Pakhoi is taken by the 
Rwangsi forces, Hainan is safe from 
invasion. Over a week sgo a large 
band.of several hundred robbers from 
the Luichow district, crossed over 
t) Fou Tai in Vunsio (ten odd miles to 


the east) seized the town, and then 


ptoceeded to rob the rich, some of 


troops went to the rescue and the 
robb'rs returned .to the'r haunts. 


Si Vun city in Luichow dis- 
trict is reported to have fallen into 
the hands of robbers, who surrounded 
the town. They captured it after 4 
fight and then proceeded to loot. 
Thirty rich"men were killed. The 
insurgent and bandit leader, Li Fok 
Lung, is reported to have been killed 
in a fight, The two Kwangs are re- 
ported to be at war near Luichow. 
The Cantonese forces are led by 
General Chen. Chon Ming's uncle. 

A move is on foot to make Nam 
Fong, ten miles south of Nodos, in 
Tam Chow district a- district city. 
Its district would be made up of the 
interior sections of several other dis- 
tricts. It is said that by this means 
obbing will be largely prevented in 
those mountainous sections of Hainan. 
- Local officials have been agitating 

“or the opening of a good road to the 
interior and the tearing down of 
Hothow city wall to make way fora 
brogd highway throngh the town. 

This vicinity was visited by 6 
typhoon on July 6, The damage 

was not very extensive. Tiles were 
blow off houses, trees damaged, etc. 
The Hoihow Mission hospital windmill 
was again blown down. There were 
five steam vessels anchored in Hoihow 
‘arbou during the blow.

A large number of Continental 
type of railway wagons were produc- 
ed after the war, but in July 1919 
the Ministry decided that no more 
wagons should besentout of the coun- 
try, but deliveries continued. Some 
were converted for use on British rail- 
ways, but 623 wagons: of this type, 
which had cost £250,000, were reject- 
ed by the Ministry of Transport and 
are now available for disposal.

WHY SHE TRIED TO DROWN

A pathetic plea for mercy was 
made to the Cambridge magistrates 
by a married woman named Elizabeth 
Baker, who was charged with at- 
lemptirg to drown ker two sons, 
aged two and six, and with attempt 
ing to commit suicide. 

Mother and children were cia 
from the river by cyclists. 

A letter which the woman sdmitted 
writing, and was found in a basket 
on the bank, was read as follows: 

Thaveno home. My husband left 
mre with two babies, and this seems 
the only place for us. I love my 
children and willingly die with them 
that we may be no one’s hindrance. 
Tam perfectly sane, but only heart- 
broken. 

Ina statement to the magistrates 
the woman said: + 

“T was driven to do this by my 
husband deserting me. I could not 
see my way to bring my children up 
on the small income I was allowed. 
My health and hearing have gone, 
and I cannot work any more, 

“My husband does not care what 
becomes of me or my children, and I 
do not want to make my mother's 
evening of life unhappy with my 
children. If ] comniltted the crime 
1 did it with all love towards my 
children. Iknew a child was born, 
belonging to my husband, by my ser- 
yant, and by my taking my life I 
would leave him free, Although he 
has wronged me and my children I 
stil] care for hist. For myself I ask 
no favours, but for my children’s 
sake I plead for mercy.” 

She was committed for tris! at the 
Cambridge Assizes.

Dr. O'Neil found financial support 
in America, and returned to Sosth. 
Africa with the necessary equipment 
and staff.

FAMILY LIFE AND THE BIRTH RATE. 
— 1 

“In opening the .discussion on 
Marriace and sex relations,” says 
the Woman's Leader, “we wish 

"to emphasise the fact that we are 
nat preaching a modernist doctrine 
o- uphelding any revolutionary point 
of view, It is one of the utmost 
importance to men and women alone, 
and the interchange of seriaus 
thought upon it is teo often avoided 
or repressed.” 

The above statement is made on 
the cccasion of an article by Dr. 
Mary Scharlieh entitled “* Problems 
of Population.” 


CRYING OUT FOR POPULATION, 


“One of the most difficult problems 
of the present time is that af popula. 
tion,” says Dr. Scharlieb. “On the 
one hand there is our big Empire, 
peorly provided with British in. 
habitants, crying cut for effective 
occupation by the governing race, 
while, on the other hand, there are 
the very serious economic difficulties 
that tend to deter married couples 
from accepting the responsibilities 
natural to their condition. 

“For the last fifty years there has 
“been a steady fall in the birth-rate 
of nearly all civilised communities. 
In England and Wales the birthrate 
fell trom thirty six.to seventeen in 
‘the theusand, and although the 
statistics of the fourth quarter of 
1920 show some degree of recovery, 
there is reason to think that this 
improvement is likely to be tem., 
porary in character. f 

“The fall in the birthraie has_ 
been referred to a natural decline: 
-in fertility, to the rise In the average | 
age of women at marriage to various | 
economic difficulties, and to pure. 
seiGshness on the part of both men 
and women. : 

“The supposed decline in natural’ 
fertility was held to be due to the 
evil efeets of increased luxury, and 
ta the. higher education of women. 
In so far luxury tends ta enervate 
and to devitalise, it must decrease all 
human power, but luxury is not a 
necessary accompaniment of ample 


means—many wealthy people live , 


in a wholesome, simple manner that 
in.no way diminishes their natural 
virility.

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND BIRTH- i

“Eeqnomic conditions appear to 
‘exercise. a great and disastrous 
influence on the birth-rate. Among 
these difficulties housing and educa- 
tion take prominent places. The 
Kirth-rate Commission _ received 
evidence of the exireme difficulty of 
securing adequate house recom on 
terms porsible to coupies of small 
Means, whether industrials or clerks. 
On the other hand, sanitary authori- 
ties rightly insist on a certain cubic 
space per indiv-dual, while landlords 
expect an economic return on the 
walue of their property, Between 
these conflicting and irreconcilable 
ciccumstances, married couples find 
that they cannot permit their families 
to increase beyond a certain low 
nomber ot souls—generally their two 
S:lves and two children, The ques 
tton then arises, must the man and 
his wife cease to live naturally 
together, or must they resort to 
artificial limitation of their fainily?

UNTRUE ALARMIST RUMOURS. 

Rumours were current on July 4th, 
that a number of Chinese and foreign 
banks had. invested mozey very 
heavily in the Banque Industrielle 
de Chine and as a result of the closing 
of that institution, they were thrown 
inta financial trouble. Practically 
every ‘bank in Shanghai which issues 
notes has been included in the rumour, 
which evidently comes from exchange 
shop sources, says ‘the A.C. Daily 
Noses, * 

As a result of the rumours, there 
wis a little excitement at several of 
the banks inthe morning, but when it 
was found that the banks had enough 
money to meet the demand, the 
trouble eventually subsided and bu- 
siness in the afternoon was carried 
on as usual, - 

The chief centre of attraction was 
the Bank of Canton, Ltd.. on Ningpo 
Read. The bank was opened as 
usual at 7 o'clock in the morning and 
a couple of hours later, a crowd was 
at the door demanding that the bank 
exchange their notes for bard silver, 
Fer about two hours this continued 
and when it’ appeared evident that 
theré was no sign of. the bank's in- 
ability to pay and that the institu- 
tion was able ta meet the demand, the 
crowd melted away. 

While money was being paid out at 
the bank, quantities of silver dollars 
Were sent to some 25 money exchange 
rhops with orders that the notes were 
to be accepted at full value. The Wing 
On Co.. the Sincere Co., Nanvang 
Bros. Tobacco Co., and other large 
and influential business houses, also 
issued notices that they were accept- 
ing the notes. Mr, Chun Bing-him, 
one of the directors of the Nanyang 


Bros. Tobacco Co,. issued notices to ‘ 


the various buyers of the Company’s 
cigarettes urging them to accept the 
notes at face value and the Com- 
pany would guarantee to accept them 
when presented. Mr. Chun, who is 
also compradore of Messrs, A. W. 
Burkill & Son, has taken the same step 
with the soap dealers. He has pro-. 
mised to accept full responsibility 
for the notes, : : 
$600,000 paip our. 

Tn all, about $600,000 was paid out, 
on the 4th inst., and should there be 
any further demand, the Bank ig 
prepared to meet it. 

The Bank management absolutely 
denied the rumour-that it had loaned 
$1,000,000 to the Banque Industrielle 
de Chine and was unable,to pay its 
obligations, The N.-C. Daily News 
was informed that the Bank of Can- ‘ 
ton has had no connections with the 
French Bank, and was asked to state 
that all rumours’ to the contrary are 


entirely proundlees,

Shaw added later in the general ‘dis- 
cussion, “ that I am unable to write— 
and this when [remember that I took 
to writing in order to escape busi 
ness.” (Laughter.) 
_ The consideration of the. possible 
increase in the iption was 
finally Jeft to the committee, and the 
chairman (Canon A. C. Deane) sug.
